Estimates of the number of men on strike 
in this district run as high as fifteen thousand but railroad 
officials put it at seven thousand. • No trains left on the 
New York division this morning until eight o'clock and 
th«n'four trains were made up into one. Traffic is virtually 
suspended. 


CLEVELAND, Ohio, April 12—A committee of the striking 


swltehnen called upon Bliss Morton of the Department of Justice 
here today to lay their case before hint. 
The spokesman de- 


clared that "Ae strikers did not wish to attempt to intimidate the 
government but that they did wish the government to intervene 
in the strike simply in order that wages be advanced to meet 
living conditions. The committee declared that the striking men 
would abide by any adjustment made by the government. The 
spokesman said "this is not a strike. It is just a case of thou- 
sands of men quitting their jobs because of their inability to get 
a Hving wage."

Gomez Retains Power 


i General Juan Vincente Gomez was 
elected president by the Venezuelan 
Congress on April 19, 1910, for the 
constitutional period of four years. 
His term of office expired in April > 
1920, 
when the presidency, according 


to the constitution should have de- 
volved upon the chief justice of the 
Venezuelan Federal court. That le- 
gal transfer of governing power was 
not observed. Instead, Gomez con- 
vened a revolutionary assembly at 
Caracas in February, 1914, which de- 
clared a provisional presidential per- 
iod of one year ending on April 19, 
1915.

Venezuelan Federal court. That le- 
gal transfer of governing power was 
not observed. Instead, Gomez con- 
vened a revolutionary assembly at 
Caracas in February, 1914, which de- 
clared a provisional presidential per- 
iod of one year ending on April 19, 
1915.
